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I 


T is of import ance, M r . Prefident, to 
confider, in the late négocia tion, who 
w h o were the men in powei in the refpefttve 
countr ie s. 
Can our Prefident exp eft ever to 
fee an EaglVfh adminiftration more difpofed 
t o tr eat upon favorable term s with th>s coun- 
tr y , than the Fox adminiftration ? T h e name 
c l Fox is the tnoft g ratefu l EngHlh name 
t h a t is known to an A m e ri c a n ear. 
From 
m y childhood I have heard th a t F o x was the 
friend of A m erica. 
H e was th e eaily c h a m ­ 
pion of our rights, when Britain firft a t t e m p t ­ 
ed to deprive us of them . 
H i s voice was 
alw ay s raifed in our favor, in oppofr.ion to 
th e power of the crown. F o x was at the head 
o f the ancient w hig intereft of E n g l a n d , and a 
firm fupporter of the p r i n c ip e s of freedom. 
H e was. too, a philanth ropic , and deemed in 
fe n t i m e n t ; by fome, a citizen of the world. 
H e was additionally, Sir. u French citizen, 
as well as our w o rth y Prefid ent. 


1 hope it will not be t h o u g h t th a t I m e n ­ 
tio n with any invidious view, this h i t cir- 
cu mfta nce— I ftate it only for the material 
purpofe of flic win g the c o m m u n it y of charac­ 
ter between thefe g re a t m en , which reco m ­ 
m ended them to the fr aterni zation o f the 
F ren ch people. 
I f Mr» Jefferfon was not 
willing to ?ccept the tr e a ty which M r 7 F c x 
offered him, from what adminiftration in E n g ­ 
land can he ever expeft a better ? 
A nd m>y 
2 not aik alto if he can look to other men in 
th e U n ited States in whom he will have more 
confidence, for their Icill and in tegrity, than 
in thofe w hom he employed in the late n é g o ­ 
ciat io n. 
W e have all heard that M r . M o n ­ 
roe was his early and bofom friend, and we 
tiave all feen t h a t he has been his favorite 
jtninifter. 


L e t us alfo n o t forget th e ti me when the 
tr e a ty was conclu ded— no time could have 
b een more propitious ; it was at the m o m en t 
w hen E ngla nd was finking under the triumphs 
o f her adverfary. 
B onaparte hud juft broken 
t o pieces the pow er of Pruffia, driven the 
Ruffians to their frontier, and converted their 
£ m p e r o r from an enem y into an ally. I f you 
are not fatisfied w ith the te rms which Eng« 
land was willing to g r a n t you at a m o m e n t 
o f depreffion, can you look for better when 
(he has lefs to fear from your enm ity, or to 
hope from your friendfhip ? 


Y o u find, Sir, t h a t your Pref ident was fa- 
t o r e d by every circumftance, in the négocia ­ 
tio n of the tr eaty , w hic h he finally rejefted* 


I t is n o t a little rem arkable, that he fhould 
have undertak en to re jeft this tr e a ty with out 
c o nfulting the Senate, his conilitutional ad* 
vifers. 
H e was in poffeiGon of a copy of the 
tr e a ty , while the Senate were in fcffion— they 
w ere not allowed to fee it : he would not 
trull their opinions upon it. 
T h e y might 
have approved it j 
and th e refponfibility 
w ould have been ftill g re a t e r, to have rejeft. 
ed it after they had agreed to it. 
Y ou will 
pardon me for fper kin g plainly— it is my duty 
to exprefs my conviction, th o u g h I may hap- 
pen to be wrong. 


T o me it has always appeared, th a t your 
Prefident was taken by furprize, when he 
found a Britiih treaty laid at his door. 
H i s 
ir.ftrnftions to his minifters precluded the 
poifibility of a tr eaty , and it never entered 
his head th a t they would have been daring 
e n o u g h to conclude a tr eaty againft his or­ 
ders. 
But the minifters 
havin g obtained 
w h a t they confidered the fubftance, difrrgard- 
ed the form, and Cent a tr eaty as little looked 
for, as defired. 


I do not mean to contend th a t the P re fi- 
fident was bound to lay this treaty before 
th e Senate, but in exercifing the power to 
r e j - f t i: w ithout their advice, he took upon 
h im f r l f a gre at refp >r.fibility, and is anfwer- 
able for all the corl't quences of an a ft e x clu ­ 
sively his own. 
T o this a f t , in my opinion, 
jij jy be att ribute d the prefent embarrafTmenti 
o f your co untr y. 
H a d the tr eaty been ac­ 
cepted* our trade would have fi uriihed as 
heretofore, and with It our agricultorr, m»- 
n ufa f tu re s , and the fifberies. 
But it pleafed 
o u r chief m»giftrate to re j»* £t it. and every 
d*y has fince added to the gloom which has 
fpread over our countr y. 


In thi« condition was the flate o f our a f ­ 
fairs when an u ntxp eft ed event occurred, c a l­ 
culated to inflame to the highelk pitch, tlie 
animofity of our citizens ?»*inft the Britifh 
jroftrnruer.t. 
I allude to the attack of the 
Leopard upon '.he Chef-ipeakr, in Ji*ne, t 807. 
In relation to tl.ii o u t r e r , the people ot A- 
m^nca M i but 
one 
f;nt im en t. 
A 
mure 
war,ton. 
fl-gtt uo» , 
and perfidious aft 
wss 
t;r*er p*r; <*:ratrd. 
1' U an *-£\ * h i f h 
lica never will r.or o r g h : ta forgive, till it i 


expia:ed by adequate fatisfaftion. 
But fli 11, 
Sir, we mull r e t r a i n o u r in d ig n atio n , while 
we inquire whofe aft it was, and who is an- 
fwerabie for it. 
T h e material inquiry is, was 
it er has it beco me the a ft of the ButiQt go- j 
v e rn m e n t ? 


T h e Britifh m i n if ie s a t foon ai the ne ws 
of the o ccu rren ce reached him , voluntarily 
and unafked, declared t h a t it was u na u th o ris­ 
ed by the g o v e rn m e n t. 
H e difavowed it in 
P arlia m e n t, and the K i n g himfelf confirmed 
the difavowal. 


It refted then as th e a f t o f admiral B e rk e ­ 
ley. 
T h e na ti on h ow ever were boun d to 
make us f a m f i f t i o n for the in jury done us 
by their public fe rvant. 
I f they refufe ade­ 
quate fatisfaftion, they adopt th e a ft. 
T h e 
g o v e rn m e n t were fenfible o f this obligation, 
and they to o k fteps to comply w ith i t — 
T h e y fent a fpecial minifter, for tbe foie p u r ­ 
pofe of m a k i n g rep ar ation for th e injury we 
had fuffered. T h i s minifter we received, and 
agreed to confider the o u tr a g e which h«d 
been c o m m it te d , as the a f t of Berkeley. C o n ­ 
fidered as the a ft o f the g o v e r n m e n t , it would 
have been an a f t of o p m w a r. 
Y o u c o m ­ 
mence a négoc iation as to the te rm s of repa­ 
ration ; b u t here the fame fpirit which re­ 
je f te d th e tr e a ty , b afl es every effort to ac ­ 
com m o d a te this new caufc of offence. 


W h e n informed o f the att ack upon one of 
o a r public veiTels by a Britifh m a n of w ar un • 
der th e orders of an admiral, our g o v e r n m e n t 
had reafon to apprehend th a t no in dividual, 
how ever high in rank , would have hazarded 
fo d a ri n g an o u tr a g e , w ith o u t the a u th o r it y 
of his g o v e rn m e n t. 


W i t h thi» view, and to preferve peace and 
tranquillity in our harbours, we may confider 
the Prefide nt as jollified in iffuing his pro cl a­ 
m a tio n, interdicting the en tran ce o f Britifh 
armed ftiips into the waters o f the U n ite d 
States. 
But, Sir, the m o m e n t it was sl'cer- 
tained th at the a f t of Berkeley was u n a u t h o ­ 
rised ; fo foon as the g o v e r n m e n t had folemn- 
ly difavowed it and offered reparati on, the 
proclamation o u g h t to have been withdrawn* 
A re you perm it ted to punifh a n a tio n for the 
afts of its fubjefts in which it does n ot par» 
ticipate ? 
T h e law and the p ra ftic e of civi­ 
lized na ti ons on this point is explicit and u n i­ 
form . 
W h e n the fu bjeft of one po wer of­ 
fends againft the fovereignty of a n o th er, this 
will not juOify retaliation upon o th e r fubjefts 
o f the fame power with the one who offV.nd:d. 
I t has uniform ly been o u r ow n d o f t r i n e , and 
it is the commoH intereft of m an k in d to m a i n ­ 
tain i t , th a t in fuch cale you muft apply to 
the Sovereign of the p a rt y offending, and ab- 
ftain fr om any a f t of hoftility, till he refufea 
you re p a ra tio n . T h is courfe our g o v e r n m e n t 
did not purfue ; for th e a ft of an individual, 
they retaliated again ft his n ati o n . 


U p o n the g ro u n d s which have been ftated, 
you may exc ufe the iffuing of the p r o c l a m a ­ 
tion s b u t w h a t excufe is there for its c o n t i ­ 
nu an c e , when we ackn ow ledge ourfelves, in 
tr e a tin g for reparation, th a t the a f t c o m ­ 
plained of is the aft of an individua l, and not 
of his g o v e r n m e n t ? 


A pro clamat io n like the on e iffued, w i t h ­ 
out adequate caufe, was a breach of r.eutrali- 1 
ty , and a juft caufe o f war. 
F o r to admit j 
into y our ports, and g r a n t fuccour to t h e } 
armed fliips of one be ll ig er ent, while you ex- j 
elude thofe of the o th e r, is not confi dent w ith t 
th a t im pa rt iality which belligerents are en- J 
titled to claim from neutr als. 
T h e point was J 
fo underftood, and fo felt, by th e Britifh g o ­ 
v e r n m e n t— and thfey required) as they had a Î 
right to do, t h a t as they had n o t c e m m it te d J 
the a f t complained of, th a t the procl am atio n, j 
which had an operation or appearan ce o f hof- 1 
tility againft th e m , fhould be recalled. 
I f ; 
they refufed rep ar ation, we had a rig h t to re- j 
dr el's ourfelves— b u t had we a ri g ht to ta k e I 
the redrefs into our own hands, and at th e j 
fame time to require th em to m ake U3 repara- j 
tion ? 
W h e n you aflc juftice, you muit ex - j 
peft to do it. 
A nation Ihould be as re ad y i 
to perform its duties, as to infift upon its 
ri ghts . 
T h e Britifh g o v e r n m e n t had given 
fufficient evidence of a difpofition to g r a n t 
fatisfaftion for the injury do ne us, by fend­ 
ing to the c o u n tr y a fpecial minifter for the 
purpofe ; — th a t miniiier was inftrufted 
to 
make volu n tary reparation, 
b u t to g r a n t 
none under the coercion of the proclamatio n. 
In his firft c o m m u n ica tio n to tb e Secretary 
of State, he informed him th a t his powers did 
not allow him to make reparation, unlefs the 
proclamation w*s w ith d r a w n . 
T h e affair 
was then managed with fufficient adroitnefs 
to ca tc h th* popularity of the c o u n try , when 
it was know n th at tbe p ro clam atio n muft be 
firft w ith d r a w n , its revocation and the r e p a ­ 
ration, were propof-d by the Secre tary as 
fimultaneous afts. 
W h y w as this p ro cla m a­ 
tion fo tenacioufly infilled on ? 
It you had 
revoked it, and the reparation offered was 
de**mrd ¡"fuffi: ient, you would have had no 
diificjl y in renewing it. 
I t is no taflc to 
our Prefident to iffue a procLrnittiun : a: 
ntoft. we contend rnly for a p sint cf e t i- 
q irite, a thi;.g im port ant prrh-ips in a me?- 
iiarchy, Ou: vc ¡j li ; tic rci^eftcd «uior.g v.s 


republicans. 
Give me leave to f.»y, th a t i*j 
J u s negotiation, I foon becam e perfuadcd, 
th a t the difference in queflion, was n o t to be 
fettled by itfelf, but was to (land open in the 
g enera l a c co u n t. 
I f th ere had been • lincere 
defire to fettle it, the p alt ry m eafu re o f the 
proc lamation would n o t have formed an ob- 
llacle for a m o m e n t. 


I have here a new an d g r e a t proof, t h a t 
the E x e c u ti v e is not fincerely defirout of a 
full Mid friendly fe ttle m en t of »11 differences 
witb E n g l a n d . 
I t m a y be difficult to trace 
the motive which g o v e r n s — b ut I can plainly 
difcover the fame fpirit now, which a git ate d 
the natio n in 1795 
1 fpirit then fubdued 
by the m i g h ty influence o f W a f l ii n g to n , b u t 
which has fince rifen w ith increafcd ftren g ih , 
and now d o m inate s. 


1 confider, Sir , t h a t the meafures o f th e 
adminiftratio n have been not only infincerr, 
b u t e x tre m ely feeble ; they will n o t fettle 
their differences with E n g l a n d , and y et have 
not c o u ra g e openly to q ua rrel with her ; they 
pafs a non-i mport ati on a f t , to punifh the im- 
preffment of feamen and the aggreflions upon 
our car ry in g -trad e ; th e y e x clu de by pro cla­ 
mation, Britifh armed fhips from our waters, 
to avenge th e ou trag e on the Chef^peake : 
and w h a t benefit to ourfelves, or d e tr im e n t 
to our adverf ary , have thef« meafures p ro ­ 
duced ? 
T h e y are calculated to increafe the. 
animofity b etw een the nations, b u t 1 k now 
of no o th e r effeft they can produce. 
So far, 
indeed, have they been from conll ra inin g 
Britain to accede to our te rm s, t h a t they 
hav e rendered her m ore regardlefs 
o f our 
ri g h ts and interefts. 
She bus fince given us 
new and more feeling caufes of co m p la in t, 
by her orders in coun cil of the 7th of J a n u a ­ 
ry.' and the 1 i t h of N o v e m b e r, 1 I 0 7 . 
T h e fe 
orders take fr om us th e trade o f nearly all 
E uro pe. 
T h e y are th e c o u n te r p art of the 
F ren ch dccrees. 
G od forbid th a t I ihould 
juftify them ! 
I will never adm it th a t F ra n c e 
or E n g la n d have a ri g h t to make laws for 
the ocean : 
nor (hall I ever hefitate, when 
they infift upon the ex e c u tio n of fuch laws, 
to declare myfelf f j r w a r. 
I am as free as 
any g e n tlem a n in this Sen ate to proieft a- 
gainll fubmiffion to th e decrees of France, or 
the orders ot E n g lan d ; b u t is not fubmiffion 
to the decrees, as difgraceful as fubmiffion to 
the orders ? 
T h e g e n tl e m a n from V irg in ia 
faid n o th in g of the d e c re e s , — n o th in g o f a 
w a r with F r a n c e — his re f c u tm e n t was co n. 
fined to Britain . 


W e have, Sir, to choofe o u r e n ^ m y b e­ 
tween thrfe tw o nations. 
W e are hardly e- 
qtial to a co n te n tio n againft b o th at the fame 
time. 


H o w does th e cafe ftand in relation to 
them ?— T h e emperor firft iiTues his Berlin 
decree, inte rd ifti n g our trade to E n g la n d and 
her colonies. 
E n g lan d then gave us no tice, 
if you allow France to preven t you r tradin g 
with us, we will not fuffir you to trade with 
F ran c e . 
If you are ta m e en o u g h to fu bm it 
to a French decree, you v/ill furely not be too 
proud to yield to a Britifh order. 
Affure us 
th a t you will refift the ex e c u tio n of the d e ­ 
cree, 
and we will not re to rt its principles 
upon you* 
T h i s our g o v e r n m e n t declined 
doing, and left E n g la n d to purfue he r own 
conrfe. 
H e r g o v e r n m e n t then iiTues the o r ­ 
ders of the 11 th of N o v e m b e r, re ta lia tin g the 
Berlin decree. 
I do not defend this order : 
b u t if the adminiftration had refilled, as they 
o u g h t to have d o n e, the Berlin decre e, we 
fhould not have feen th e order. 
W h a t now 
is to be done ? 
E n g la n d infills on her orders, 
as a ir.eafure of retaliation againft F rance. 
P re vail on Fran ce to repeal her decrees, or 
agree to refift the ex e c u tio n of them / and if 
E n g la n d then e xecutes her orders, 1 will be 
as free as any m an to g o to war with her. 


N o fuch courfe has been ta k en , b u t what 
have we done ? L a i d an embargo. 
A n d for 
w hat purpofe did we lay the em b a rg o ? T h is 
is a fubjeft of c o n je f tu r e to fome ; b u t our 
g o v e rn m e n t tells us, it was to preferve our 
fliips, our .failor«, and our mercantile capital. 
Some have f«»id to preferve them from the 
operatio n of the orders in council. 
W h e n 
th e e m b a r g o was laid, the orders in coun cil 
were not k n o w n in this co u n try . 


O f this faft I w a n t no llronger proof, no 
ftronger can exift, th a n th a t the P re f id e n t in 
his meiTage to Congrefs , in which he re c o m ­ 
mends the e m b arg o , fays not a word of thefe 
orders in council. 
N o , the e m b a rg o was 
not produced t y the orders in council, nor 
by any th in g which we heard from E n g la n d , 
bu t by news which had then been recently 
received from F rcn ce. 


W e are told the e m b a r g o was to f*ve cu r 
(hip*, our u i l o r s and mer canti le capital. 
I 
do not believe th at fuch was its obj--&, b u t 
if fuch were its purpof«*, we have been 
mi- 
f-rubly difappointed. 
T h e e m b a rg o for a 
fltort 
period, m ight have b e en 
a prurient 
mcafare. 
A i a ft?p of pre ca u tio n , t-> colle<l\ 
our f i i m e n and mercantile c a p itil, 1 (h uld 
never h»ve complained of it. Bu? 
it 
i3 m- 
fultin^ to comm in f - n f r , to propofe it 
<*t a 
fcheme 
per run r.ent f<*nm-y, as :t m u (l 
daily confutr.-*. 2 nd £w.'.!ly aniui'.iui: the oo* 


j r f t s of its prefervation. Y o u r fliips once in, 
and the d a n g e r k now n, you fhould have left 
y o u r m e rc h a n ts 
to 
their ow n 
difcreti»o. 
T h e y would have calculated the profits and 
the perils, and been deter mined by the b a ­ 
lance o f the ac c o u n t. 
Mo cl a is of lociety is 
more capable of tn k iu g care of itfelf. 


I t is faid We have pref ervrd our feaoieo. 
T h e Pref iden t has as g ra v e ly repeated this 
re m ark in hi* tnefl'^ge, as he re co m m e n d e d to 
us to devife m ea n ! to difpofe of our furplus 
revenue, at a m o m e n t w h e n it w as evident 
t h a t the fituation o f the c o u n tr y would drain 
the T r e a fu r y of its lift dollar. 


W h e r e are y our failors ? T h ^ y are n o t to 
be feen in y o u r ports. 
O ne halt th a t w ere 
employ ed by you have paflVd in t o for eign 
fervice, and m a n y th a t remain, are t o be 
found b e g g in g in y o u r roads and at y o u r 
do ors. 


A s to our fhips and mer canti le capital, th e 
one te n th p i r t of th« lofs from decay and 
w»ll* and w ant of em p lo y m e n t, would hav e 
paid for an infurancs againft every danger to 
which 
they would have b e rn rxpofed . 
I t 
is not my intentio n, M r . P re fid en t, to d e ta i n 
y o u with any details on this fu h je ft, as I 
fh o u ld b e c o m p tlle d to repeat the lam e th i n g s 
w hic h have been ftated by oth er g e n tl e m e n 
on a former occafion. 
But there are fome 
g e n e r a l views of the fuhjeft not undefervitig 
o f notice, which y e t remain to be taken . 


I f the e m b ar g o were ever a meafure of 
p re cautio n it cert ain ly hie lo n g loft t h a t 
c h a r a f te r . 
A s a meafure of coercion, it was 
hopelefs unlefs co mpletely ex e c u te d . 
I f th e 
p a rty to be coerced was partially 
fupplied, 
t h e o b j e f t was defeated. 


N o w I aik you , Sir, if your g o v e r n m e n t 
o u g h t not to have been acq u ain te d with its 
o w n powers, its own people, and its o w n 
fituation well e n o u g h to have k now n t h a t it 
was impoilible for it to con/Iue 
the wbole 
produce of the c o u n tr y within its limits for 
any len gth o f time ? Ot*gl»c they n o t to h a v e 
forefeen the vaft te m pta tio ns which have arileit 
and preiented themfelves, as well to our own, 
c itizens as to foreigners, to com bine in ord er 
to break or elude y o u r laws ? O u g h t t b e y 
n o t to have k n o w n t h a t with our e x t e n t 
of 
coaft and frontiers, with our nu merous w aters , 
t h a t a w retc h ed g u n -b o a t na vy , aided even 
by ten thoufan d regulars, were n o : capabld 
o f cov ering our borders and (h u tti n g up th e 
numberlefa ou tlets of the c o u ntry ? Could 
they e x p e ft th at patr io tifm was to feed and. 
to clothe the people o f the n o rth ; or t h a t 
thoufands would fubinit to ftarve in order to 
c o n trib u te to the fuccefs of an ex p erim e n t t 


W e all k n o w th a t tbe oppcfiiion to th» 
e m b a r g o in the Eaflern States is not the oji- 
ouli.ion of a political party, or of a few dif- 
c o n te n ted men , but the refinance of the peo­ 
ple to a meafure w hic h they feel as oppref- 
five and regard as ruinous. 
T h e people o f 
this c o u n tr y tre no? Co be go verned hy force* 
b ut by affeftion and c u ofi le nce. 
I t is 
fo^ 
them we le g tfh te , and if they do not like, 
our laws, it is our d u t y to repeal them . 


I t is madnefs to talk of fo rc in g fubmiffiotft 
when there is gen eral difTatisfaftion. 
Y o u r 
g o v e r n m e n t is in the hands o f the peopla—a 
it has no force b u t w h a t it derives from, 
th e m ; and your en forcing laws are dead let« 
ters when th r y are once been driven to re» 
fift your meafures. 


I t would, Sir. be fome confolation, a m i d 
the fuftVrings which this miferable 
fyftent 
has cauled, if, in looking abroad, we cou ld 
difcover that the nations who have in ju red 
and 
offended 
us, felt ¡*.3 uppreflion o n lf 
equally with ourfelves. 
But when we fi n i 
th at we have been fc o u rg in g ourfclvea for 
their b e n ^ i t and am ufem ent, w h en they cat»> 
tell us with indifference 'Mid c o n t e m p t , t h a t 
th e y feel fbr u i, b u t th a t we muft c o r r e f t 
our own folly ; inftead of m ee tin g with the* 
p»or c o m f o rt w hic h we rx p e f te d , we arc 
o verw h elm e d with ac c u m u la ted 
mortifica­ 
tion. 


W a s this a meafure againft F ra n c e ? 
N » 
— the E m p e ro r c o m m e n d s the m z g n a n i m o u s ’ 
facrifice which you have made of your c o m ­ 
merce, ra th e r than fubm it to Britifh t y r a n t 
ny on the ocean . 


H is Imperial M a j tf t y never approves whaC 
he does not like— and he never likes w h a t 
does not compor t with his own deiigns. 


I conlider it as adm itte d th a t th e e m b a r g o 
was intended to cocrce E n g la n d ; and th » 
g e n tl em an from V irg i n ia now contends t h a t 
if it had been ftriftly executed it would h a v e 
had that effeft. 
N o t h i n g has happened th a t 
co mm on fore fight m i g h t not have forefeen* 
T h e gentleman ha3 read to you e x tr a f t s from 
an Engliiln p am phlet, publlihed before th a 
e m b a rg o was laid, which p<edicts the v e ry 
evjfi. 11s of the law, the difco ntents it w ould 
produ ce, »r.d the oppofition it would m e e t 
w ith , which we have all had the melancholy 
opoor iriity of witneffing. 1 k now the p*m* 
pli!ct was referred to f j r a n o ' h r r purpofe—* 
to Ih.-'v tli t Britifh gold or influence had cot« 
ru111ed or f - d u c 'd '.he Verinontcf^ belure thg 
em b arg o wa* •mpi'l'td. 
T h e g e n tle m a n m i y

T h e n m e 
c l Fox is the moll grateful Engiilh name 
that is known 
to an American ear. 
Frum 
l r y childhood I have heard that F o x was the 
friend of America. 
H e was the eaily cham- 
pion of our rights, when Britain d id attempt­ 
ed to deprive us of them. 
H is voice was 
always raifed in our favor, iii oppofr.ion to 
the power c f the crown. F o x was at the head 
o f the ancient whig intereft of E ngland, and a 
firm fupporter of the principlrs c f freedom. 
H e was. too, a philanthropy, and deemed in 
fentiment. by Come, a citizen of the world. 
H e was additionally, Sir. a French citizen, 
ai well ai our worthy Prrfident. 
I hope it will not be thought that I men. 
tion with any invidious view, this lad cir- 
cum dance— I date it only for the material 
purpofa of die wing the community o f charac* 
ter between thefe great men, which recoin* 
mended them to the fraternizitioo o f the 
French people. 
If M r . Jeffeifon was not 
willing to accept the treaty which M r7F ox 
offered him, from what adminidration in E n g ­ 
land can he ever rxpett a better ? 
A nd in*y 
I not aik alfo if he can look to other men in 
the United States in whom he will have more 
confidence, for their k i l l and integrity, than 
in thole whom be employed in the late nego* 
elation. 
W e have all heard that M r. M on - 
roe was bis early and bofom friend, and we 
have all teen that he has been his favorite 
juinider. 
L et us alfa not forget the time when the 
treaty was concluded— no time could have 
been more propitious ; it was at the moment 
when England was finking under the triumphs 
tof her a d v e n t r y . 
Bonaparte h»d p i t broken 
to pieces the power of Prudia, driven the 
Ruffians lo their frontier, and converted their 
Emperor from an enemy into an ally. l f you 
are not fatisded with the terms which E n g . 
land was witling to grant you at a moment 
o f depreffion, can you look for better when 
(he hat left to fear from your enmity, or to 
t o p e from your friendfliip I 
Y o u find, Sir, that your Prefident was fi- 
tored by every circumftance, in the negocia* 
tion of the treaty, which he finally r e p p e d . 
It is not a little remarkable, that he fhould 
have undertaken to reject this treaty without 
confulting the Senate, his cooflitutional ad* 
infers. 
H e was in poffeffion o f s copy of the 
treaty, while the Senate were in fcfiion— they 
were not allowed to fee it : he would not 
trull their opinion! upon it. 
T h e y might 
have approved it ; 
and 
the refponfibihty 
would have been Hill greater, to have re j e l l ­ 
ed it after they had agreed to it. 
Y o u will 
pardon me for fpe&king plainly— it is my duty 
to exprefs my conviction, though I may hap* 
pen to be wrong. 
T o me it bas always appeared, that your 
PrcGdent was taken by furprixe, when he 
found a Britt lh treaty laid at his door. 
H is 
ir.ftrnttions to his minifters precluded the 
pciTibility of a treaty, and it never entered 
his head that they would have been daring 
enough to conclude a treaty againll his or­ 
ders. 
Rut the miniders 
having obtained 
what they con fibered the fubdar.ee, difrrgard- 
ed the form, aud lent a treaty as little looked 
fo r, as dcfired. 
I do not mean to contend that the PreG- 
fident was bourd to I ay this tartly before 
the Senate, but in rxercifing the power to 
rej-tt it without their advice, he took upon 
him frlf a great refplnfibsliiy, and is anfwer- 
able for all the corf* queriers of an att exclu­ 
sively his ow n. 
T o this att, in my opinion, 
so ay be attributed the prefect embar r admen ti 
o f your country. 
Had the treaty been ac­ 
cepted, our trade would have fi -unified as 
heretofore, and with it our agriculture, roa- 
ftufattures, and the filberiei. 
But it ^leafed 
our chief magiftrate to r e j't t it. and every 
d *y has fmce added to the gloom which hat 
fpread over our country. 
In this condition was the Gate o f our af. 
flirt when an untxpettrd event occurred, cal- 
cu llie d to inflame to the highell pitch, the 
aniniofity o f our citizens agvmft the Britifli 
government. 
I allude to the attack of the 
L*on»rd upon the Chef* pea be, in Jnne, 1807. 
In relation to this outr^g*, the people ot A* 
m-rtca M t but one 
fentiment. 
A 
more 
wanton, fl-guiana, 
and perfidious att 
was 
c r v e r perpetrated. 
It it an rtt which Ame 
t sea ut lei will col e i g h t to forgive, till it i 


e x p i r e d by adequate fitisfattion. 
But Gill, 
Sir, we mull refrain our indignation, while 
we inquire whofe att it was, and who is an* 
fweraoie for it. 
T h e material inquiry is, was 
it cr has it become the act of the Bi it 1 CH go* 1 
vrrnment ? 
'The Brit 1 (Ti minider, at Goon as the news 
of the occurrence reached hun, voluntarily 
and un^lk-J, declared that it was unauthoris­ 
ed by the government. 
He difavowed it in 
Parliament, and the K in g himleif confirmed 
the d 1 fa vow .t I. 
It relied then as the att o f admiral Berke. 
ley. 
T h e nation however were bound to 
make us fatisL ttion for the injury done us 
by their public fervant. 
If they refufe ade­ 
quate fitisfattion, they adopt the att. 
T h e 
government were fenfible o f this obligation, 
and they took ftrps to comply with it.— 
T h e y fem a I pee tai minifter, tor the Cole pur- 
pofe of making reparation for th? injury we 
had fullered. 'This minifter we received, and 
•greed to confider the outrage which hid 
been committed, as the att of Betkeley. Con- 
lidered as the att of the governm ent, it would 
have been an att of r p m war. 
Y o u c o m ­ 
mence a negotiation as to the terms of rrpa- 
ration ; but here the fame fpirit which re­ 
jetted the treaty, battel every effort lo ac­ 
commodate this new caufe of offence. 
W h e n informed of the attack upon one of 
our public veffels by a Brit*Cb man of war un* 
der the orders of an admiral, our govrrnm ent 
had reafon to apprehend that no individual, 
however high iii rank, would have hazarded 
fo daring an outrage, without the authority 
of his government. 
W i t h this view, and to prefcrve peace and 
tranquillity in our harbours, we may confider 
the Prefident as j unified in iffuing his procla­ 
mation, interdicting the entrance o f Rritilh 
armed Ihipr into the waters o f the United 
States. 
But, Sir, the moment it was after- 
tained that the att of Bcrkelry was unauthu- 
rifed ; fo foon as the government had folcmn* 
ly difavowed it and offered reparation, the 
proclamation ought to have been withdrawn. 
A r e you permitted to punilh a nation for the 
att* of its fubjettt in which it does not par­ 
ticipate ? 
T h e I a w and the p r a t t l e of civi­ 
lised nations on this point *t explicit and out- 
form. 
W h e n the fubjett of one power of­ 
fends ag .mil the fovere'gnty of another, this 
will not jollify retaliation upon other fubjr tts 
o f the fame power with the one who offrndtd. 
It has uniformly been our own d o tt'in r , tnd 
it is the common intereft of mankind to main­ 
tain it, that in fuch cafe you mud apply to 
the Sovereign of the party offending, and ab- 
Gain from any att of hoftility, till he refufri 
you reparation. This coorfe our government 
did not purfue ; for the att of an individual, 
they retaliated againll his nation. 
U pon the grounds which have been fisted, 
you may excufe the iffuing of the oroclania- 
tion / but what excufe it there for its conli- 
nuance, when we acknowledge ourfelves, iii 
treating for reparation, that the att com ­ 
plained of is the att of an individual, and not 
of his government ? 
A proclamation like the one iffued, with­ 
out adequate caufe, was a breach of neutrali­ 
ty , and a juft caufe of war. 
For to admit 
into your ports, and grant fuccour to the 
armed (hips of one belligerent, while you e x ­ 
clude thole of the other, is not confident with 
that impartiality which belligerents are en­ 
titled to claim from neutrals. 
T h e point was 
fo underllood, and fo felt, by the Britifh g o ­ 
vernment— and they required, as they had a 
right to do, that as they had not cammitted 
the att complained of, that the proclamation, 
which had an operation or appearance of hof* 
tallty againll them, fhould be recalled. 
I f 
they refufr J reparation, we had a right to re­ 
dress ourfelves— but had we a right to toke 
the rcdrei’s into our own hands, and at the 
fame tim* to require them to make us repara­ 
tion ? 
W o e n you aik judice, you mult ex- 
pett to do it. 
A nation (hould he as ready 
to perform its duties, as to infift upon its 
rights. 
T h e Britifh government had given 
fufficient evidence of a difpofiuon to grant 
fitisfattion for the injury done us, by fend­ 
ing to the country a fpecial minifter tor the 
purpofe 
that minifter w»s inftrutted 
to 
make voluntary reparation, 
but to grant 
none under the coercion of the proclamation. 
In his firft communication to the Secretary 
of State, lie informed him that his powers did 
not allow him co make reparation, uniefs the 
proclamation w«i withdrawn. 
T h e affair 
was then managed with fufficient adrcitnefa 
to catch the popularity of the country, when 
it was known that the proclamation mud be 
firft withdrawn, 
its revocation and the reps- 
ration, 
were propof-d by the Secretary as 
fimultaneous atts. 
W h y wa* this proclama­ 
tion fo t e n a c i o u s infilled on ? 
It you h»d 
revoked it, and the reparation offered was 
deemed infuffi tent, you would have had no 


ct 11 tx c u I y in renewing it. 
It is CO talk to 
our 
Prefident to iffue 
a procLmatiun : at 
m od , we contend coly for a point c f eti. 
queue, a thii.g important perhaps in a roo- 
uartby, but very little r e v e t t e d among us 


republicans. 
Give me leave to G y , that i« 
this negotiation, I foon became peifuadcd, 
that the difference iii queftion, wss not to be 
fettled by i t lr I f, but was to Hand open in the 
general account, 
l f there had bern a lincere 
define to Ie tile it, the paltry meafure of the 
proclamation would not have formed an ob* 
Hade for a moment. 
I have here rn new and great proof, that 
the E xecu tive is not fincerely drfirous of a 
full and friendly fetileinent of all differences 
with England. 
It may be difficult to trace 
the motive which g ov ern s— but I c m plainly 
difcover the fame fpin t now, which agitated 
the nation in 1795 **“ • fpirat then fubdued 
by the mighty influence o f W a l l i n g t o n , but 
which has Gnce nfen with increafed llrengih, 
and now dominates. 
I confider, Sir, that the meafures of the 
adminiflration have been not only infmcere, 
but extremely f e e b le ; they will not fettle 
their d florences with England, and yet have 
not Courage openly to quarrel with her ; they 
pafs a non-importation att, to punifh the im- 
preffment of feamen and the sg g re lfn n s upon 
our carrying-trade ; they exclude by procla­ 
mation, Britifh armed flips from our waters, 
to avenge the outrage on the GheG peake : 
and what beiufit to ourfelves, or detriment 
to our adverfary, have thefe meafures pro­ 
duced I 
T h e y are calculated to increafe the 
animofity between the nations, but I know 
of no oilier effett they can produce. 
So L r , 
indeed, 
have they been from conllraining 
Britain to accede to our terms, that they 
have rendered her more rrgaidlefs 
of our 
rights and interefts. 
She his fmce given us 
new and more feeling csufes of complaint, 
by her orders in council of the 7th of Janua­ 
ry.’ and the 1 ith of November, i l o y . 
Thefe 
orders take from us the trade o f nearly all 
Europe. 
T h e y a it the counterpart of the 
French decrees. 
God forbid that I fhould 
jollify them I 
I will never admit that France 
or England have a right to make l i w i for 
the ocean : 
nor fhail I ever hefitate, when 
they infift upon the execution of fuch laws, 
to declare my fell' f i r war. 
I am as free as 
any gentleman in this Senate to proteft a- 
gainft fuhmiffion to the decrees of France, or 
the orders of England ; but is not fubmilfion 
to the decrees, aa dtlgraceful as fubnnffion to 
the orders ? 
T h e gentleman from Virginia 
Caid nothing of the decrees,— nothing of a 
war with France— his rcfeuimcnt w«a con* 
fined to Britain. 
W e have, Sir, to choofe our enemy be­ 
tween thrfe two n a t i o n s . 
W e are hardly e- 
qual ta a contention againll both at the fame 
time. 
H o w does the cafe Hand in relation to 
them ?— T h e emperor firft iffuea hit Berlin 
decree, interdicting our trade to England and 
her colonies. 
England then gave us notice, 
if you allow France to prevent your trading 
with us, we will not Gaffer you to trade with 
France. 
If you are tame enough to fubmit 
to a French decree, you w i l l furely not he too 
proud to yield to a Britifh order. 
Allure us 
that you will refill the execution of the d e­ 
cree, 
and we will not retort its piinciples 
up in you. 
T h is our government declined 
doing, and left England to purfue her own 
coorfe. 
Her government then iffuea the or­ 
ders of the 11 th c f November, retaliating the 
Berlin decree. 
I do not defend this o rd e r : 
but if the adminiflration had refilled, as they 
ought to have dune, the Berlin decree, we 
fhould not have Teen the order. 
W h a t now 
is to be d o n e ? 
England infills on her orders, 
as a tr.eafure of retaliation agrief! France. 
Prevail on France to repeal her decrees, or 
agree to refid the execution of them ; and if 
England then executes her orders, I will be 
ai free at any man ta go to war with her. 
N o fuch courfe hat been taken, but what 
have we done ? L a id an embargo, 
A n d for 
what purpofe did we lay the embargo ? This 
is a fubjett of conjetture to fome ; but our 
government tells us, it wss to prrferve our 
ftiips, our Tailors, and our mercantile capital. 
Some have B id to preferve them from the 
operation of the orders in council. 
W h e n 
the e m b a r g o was laid, the orders in council 
were not known in this country. 
O f this fatt I want no llronger proof, no 
flronger can r x i d , than that the Prefident in 
his meffage to Congrefs, in which he recom­ 
mends the embargo, fays not a word of thefe 
orders in council. 
N o , the embargo was 
not produced t y the orders in council, nor 
by any thing which we heard from England, 
but by newt which had then been recently 
received from F rc c c e . 
W e are told the e mbargo was to lave cur 
(hip*, our tailors and mercantile capital. 
I 
do not believe that fuch was its o b j- tt, but 
if fuch were its purpofe, we have been 
mi. 
f-rably difappointed. 
T h e embargo for a 
(bort 
period, m ight have been 
a prudent 
meafare. 
A s a ftep of precaution, to coilett 
our fd roen and mercantile capit-I, 
I lh old 
never hive complained of it. But 
it 
is in- 
fulling in common frnfe, to propof? it a* a 
feheme c f permanent fecurtty, as it 
mud 
daily cor.faut.*, and finally iDDitilat: the nu- 


jrtts of its prefervation. Y o u r (hips once in, 
and th? danger known, you (hould have left 
your merchants 
to 
their own 
dilcretiao. 
They would have calculated the profits and 
the perils, and been determined by the ba­ 
lance o f the account. 
N o cis fa of iocieiy ii 
more capable of taking care of itfelf. 
It is laid we have preferred our featneo. 
T he Prefident has as gravely repeated this 
remark in his fnelT.gr, as he recommended to 
us to devife means to difpcfe of our furplus 
revenue, at a moment when it was evident 
that the fnuation of the country would drain 
the T i e a fury of its b d dollar. 
W h e r e are your failors ? T h - y are not to 
be fern in your ports. 
One bait that were 
employed by you have puffed into foreign 
ferVice, and 
many that remain, are to be 
found b eg g in g in your roads and at your 
doors. 


A s to our Chips and mercantile capital, the 
one tenth pirt of the loft from decay and 
wade and want of employment, would have 
paid for an infurance againfl every danger to 
which 
they would have bern expofrd. 
Ic 
is not my intention, M r. PrrfiJent, to detain 
y o u with any details on this fuhjctt, as 
I 
lhouId be compelled to repeat the lame things 
which have been fluted by other gentlemen 
on a former occafion. 
But there are Tonic 
general views of the fuhjctt not undeferviog 
o f notice, which yet remain to be taken. 
If the embargo were ever a meafure c f 
precaution it certainly his long loft that 
charatter. 
A s a meafure o f coercion, it wa* 
hopelefs uniefs completely executed. 
l l the 
party to be coerced was partially 
fupplied, 
th e o b je tt was defeated. 
N o w I all: you, Sir, if your governm ent 
ought not to have been acquainted with its 
own powers, its own people, and its own 
Bination well enough to have known that it 
was impoffible for it to condue 
the whole 
produce of the country within its limits for 
any length of time ? O u g h t they not to have 
forefeen the vail temptations which h ive arifirn 
and preierited themfelvea, is well to our own 
citizens as to foreigners, to combine iii order 
to break or elude your laws ? O u g h t they 
not to have known that with our extent 
o f 
coal! and frontiers, with our numerous wsters, 
that a wretched gun-boat navy, aided even 
by ten thoufand regulars, were not 
captblo 
of covering our borders m d (hutting up the 
numberlela outlets of the country ? Could 
they cxp ett that patriotifm was to fred and 
to clothe the people of the north ; or th*t 
thouiands would fubmit to ftarve in order to 
contribute to the fuccefs of an experiment f 
W e all know that the opposition to tho 
embargo in the Eaflern States ta not tile 00- 
uuii.ioQ of a political party, or ot a few dif- 
contented men, but the refinance o f th* peo­ 
ple to a meafure which they feel av 
opprcf- 
live and regard ai ruinous. 
T he people o f 
this country <re not to he governed hy fore*, 
but by affection and cuofi ience. 
It is 
f o r 
them we legiflate, and if they do not like. 
our laws, it it our du*y to repeal them. 
It is midnefs to talk of forcing fubtniffioit 
when there it general diffatisfvttion. 
Y o u r 
government is in the hands of the peoyla— • 
it has no force but what it derives from 
them ; and your entorcing laws are dead let* 
t e n when thry art once been duv en to re­ 
fill your mealures. 
It would, Sir. be fome c o n f la t io n , 
amu! 
the fuff*rings which this miferable 
fyftetn 
has caufrd, if, in looking abroad, we could 
difcover that the nations who have injured 
and 
offended 
us, felt i*.t oppreffun only 
equally with ourfelves. 
Hut when we find 
that we have been f r o g g i n g ourfelves for 
their benefit and atmircmenl, when they c a * 
tell us with indifference and co ntempt, t h a t 
they lee! for us, but that we mull corr?#, 
our own folly ; infield of m*eting with th e 
pvor com fort which we rxprtted, we are 
overwhelmed with accumulated 
mortifica­ 
tion. 
W a a this a mtafure againll France ? 
N e 
— the Emperor commends the magnanimous* 
facrifice which you have made of your c o m ­ 
merce, rather than fubmit to Britifh tyran­ 
ny on the ocean. 
His Imperial Maj«dy nev*r approves w h a c 
he does not like— -and he never likes w h a t 
does not comport with his own defigns. 
I confider it as admitted that the em bargo 
was inter,ded to coerce England ; and th* 
gentleman from V irgin ia now contends that 
if it had been ftrittly executed it would have 
had that effctt. 
N o hm g has happened that 
common forefight might not have forefeen* 
The gentleman has read to yon extratta from 
an Eoglifti pamphlet, publithrd before tb s 
embargo waa laid, which pieditts the ve ry 
evift. na of the law, the diicontents it would 
produce, af d the oppofition it would meet 
with, which we have all hrfd the melancholy 
op tor unity of witneffing. I know the p.in* 
ph'ct was referred t o f j r a n o * h * r purpofe — 
lo lh.' w i h ' t Britidi gold or influence had cor­ 
rupted or feduc*d the Veriuontrfs befire tilt 
embargo w** impaled.

Ic c-îniiot be denied, that we have loll 
more by the fpehations, and have been more 
harrafl'cd under the arbitrary edi¿\süf France, 
than uf England. 
By the treaty of iBco. 
twe g a t e up more tlnn twenty millions of 
dollars, which had been f.iz-d, and againil 
all right, coiififcatfd in France. Sine: that 
time we are cfiicially inform'd, 
that an a- 
mount nearly equal baa been fcizrd, and con- 
ftfcated or fequ'-flercd. 
She has wantonly 
burnt our (hips on thr ocenn, and made no 
compcniation. 
Her 
Berlin d cree 
of the 
n i l of November, 
itío6, 
commented the 
prefent fyilem of outrage* upon ncu'.ral r ights. 
In elTedl it i n t e r d i t s all trade wi.h England 
and her colonies. 
This is foliowrd by the 
Milan decree of the 17th of December, 1 807. 
Undar this edi£l an American veif'. ! which 
his been fearched, or vifit^d agairil her v/ill, 
by a Britifh ciiiiiirr, or is proceeding to, or 
returning from England, is liable to be cap- 
tujed as good prize. 
And finally, to complete 
this raonilrous fyflem, comfs the Biyonne 
decree, the I7ch of April. 1808, v/liicb de­ 
clares every American seiTel fvuind upon the 
occan, liable to feiturc and condfcation.-~- 
Oppofed to thefe accumulated violations of 
our neutral rights, what Heps has our govern­ 
ment 
tike n Bgainll France ? 
Have they 
paíTíd a non-importation a£l. iíTued a procli- 
in-icion, or impofcd an embargo Î 
Tlte la(\ 
meafure is general in its terms, but is :»vow. 
cdly againlt England alone. 
N o , they have 
contented themfelves 
with mcmorializ ng, 
rcmoniirating and protefling. Againfl Eng- 
land we took every Afp iliort of war, againfl 
France we have en'ployed nothing but gen'.le 
words. 
Has your government then ihewn 
an equal rel’ontmcnt againO the wrongs fuf- 
fered from thefe two powers ? 


It ni2y be from the habit of enduring ï but 
we do not feel an aggrefllon from 
France 
with the fame qoickncfs and fenfibility that 
we do from England. 
Let us fee, Sir, the 
fame conduct obtcrved with regard to both 
belligerents ; let us fee the impediments to a 
friendly fcttlement with Britain removed j 
Irt us witnefi a finccre effort made, to regu­ 
late the intercouife of the two nations by a 
treaty formed on piinciples of mutura) con. 
Cfffij;;, and rqual intereH, and I will aiifwer 
for it, it Great-Bri*ain perfifb in her orders, 
that you will find no diviliun in this country 
on the queition, whether we fhali fubmit to 
them or reiiU their rxrcutioti. 


Permit me, Mr. Picfident, to r’etain you a 
few minutes long-r. 
1 am fenliole that I

of the Sen.ite, and I (hill hafl^n to conclude 
the lemaiks whitb 1 have thought it ol i m ­ 
portance to make, upon the rcfolution which 
has been uib m ititd.

Do yuu expeft, Sir, that a law to this eíTeél 
could cvfr be exrcuted, in time cf peace Í As 
to the m4nufa¿\ures of England (he can make 
them the manuf i£\ures of any countiy in 
Europe, ; Uie will give you the exaft marks, 
and ilampj, and pack<>gfs of any place to 
which your trade is open, and Ihe will defy 
you to d (îinguifli her fabrics from thofe th ty 
attempt to imitate. 
Butj Sir, the conla- 
qucnce chlcfiy to be dreaded from 
fuch a 
meafure, would be the praftice of fmuggling, 
to which it would certainly give birth. Gan 
you expf£l in one momttit to change the 
habit» of 
a 
whole countiy ? W e know, 
Sir, the power of habit ; it is a fécond nature. 
Can an 
of Congrcls 
infUntly 
cbanpre 
your nature ? No, Sir— thry who can afford 
it, will have what tliey have been accuftom- 
ed to. 
I'hcy will pay any price for articles, 
without which, perhaps, they can fcaiceiy 
exifl. 
Smuggling 
muft 
follow— and 
will 
f jI'iow with forgery and perjury in its train. 
Ic is the honor and ch a ra d er of your trad­ 
ing people which now protedls you 
from 
fiiiuggling. 
Break down this 
fentiment, 
habituate them to perjury, deftroy the dil- 
grace attached to this violation of your law, 
and you lofe half the fecurity and means 
you have in the colIr¿\ion of your revenue. 


Thi*. complaint has been made, that while 
wafiad fiuU with the meafures propofed, we 
rcfufe to point out the courfe we would have 
the adminiftraiion to purfue. 
I have. Sir, 
no hefitation on my part to difclofe n y opin­ 
ion, or to off;r the humble aíTilUnce of my 
advice on the fuhj«:¿l. 
In a few words I 
will tell you what I would do 
.Place E n g ­ 
land and France upon the fame footing, by 
repealing-the non importation a£l, rtfcind- 
ing the proclamation, and repealing the e m ­ 
bargo. 
Then aik for, and infift upon ad> 
equate reparation for the affair of the Chefa. 
pcakc. Make a treaty with Great-Britain,if 
as good terms could be obtained as thofe in 
either of the treatiei which hive been refufed. 
— Agree to rcfifl the execution of the Berlin 
decrce, and if ihe afterwards perfifted in her 
ordirrs in council, declare war againft her. 
Such would 
be ray courfe. 
W a r would, 
be the lail refort ; and 1 believe, in my con- 
fcience, we Hiould never be driven to it, 
if 
the courfe were purfued with a fincere dif- 
pofitiou to preferve peace. 


Permit me, Sir, to notice one remark of 
the honorable gentleman 
from 
Virginia, 
wiiich had efc^ped me, and I am done. 
The 
gentleman told us. that the removal of the 
embargo wasdeligned ss a conctiTion to o\ir 
eaftem brethren, 
1 rejoicr'd to h.'sr this 
fcniimentof forbearance. 
Such fentimcnts 
give hopes that the union'm y ftill be pre- 
f-rved. 
W e have been led to the brink of 
a tremendous precipice—.another falfe flep, 
and we (hall be lofl. in the abyfs. 
Our fafety 
is in treading back our ifeps. 
W e have loft 
our way. 
Some ignis fatuus has beguihd 
us. 
'I'bere is a path of fjfcty and honor— 
the path the nation once trod. 
Let h s e n ­ 
deavor to regain it. ard invoke the fpirit of 
Waihington to lead us once more into it !
